G.S.B. 12(i4—III exercise of the powers conferred by section 22 of the Pass¬ 
ports Act, 1967 (15 of 1907), and in supersession of the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India, in the Ministry of External Affairs, No. G.S-R- 143 dated isih 
January, 1968, the Central Govermnent, being of the opinion that it is necessary 
and expedient in the public Interest so to do, hereby exempts from the provisions 
of aection 3 of the said Act, every member of the hill tribes, who is either a 
citizen of India or a citizen of the Union of Burma and who is ordinarily resident 
in any area within 40 kilometres on either side of the India—Burma' frontier, 
-departing from India to Burma across the said frontier after the 31st July, 1968. 
subject to the following conditions, namely:— 

(a) If he Is a citizen of the Union of Burma,— 

(1) who has entered India on the basis of a permit or other like document 
referred to in the notification of the Government of India In the 
Ministry of Home Aflalrs No- 4/1/68-F. I dated 28th June, 1968 ho 
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shall be in possession of such document which ig valid and effective: 
at the time of departure, and 

(ii) in any other case in possession of a permit (which is in the foim 
given In the Schedule hereto annexed and valid and effective at th«' 
time of departure) issued by the Government of India, State Govern¬ 
ment, Union Territory Administration or by suqh authority in Indin 
as the Government of India, the State Government or Union Terri¬ 
tory Administration may specify in this behalf. 

(b) If he is a citizen of India, he shall be in possession of a permit (whlt^ 
Is in the form given in the Schedule hereto annexed , and validl 
and effective at the lime of departure) issued by the GoWrnment of 
India, State Government or Union Territory Administration or by any 
authority in India as the Government of India, the State Government 
or Union Territory Administration may specify in this behalf, and 
he shall not on the basis of that permit move into any area outside- 
India which is beyond 40 kiometers from the aforesaid frontier.
